DISCRIMINATION 

“Directly and indirectly, Japan -has 
discriminated - against’ the United 
States. Direct discrimination has ‘been 
practiced in Japan in favour of Man- 
chukuo, Germany, Italy and most re- 
cently China. The most extensive dis- 
crimination has probably been in fav- 
our of Manchukuo, which according 
to Japanese theory is an “independent 
Empire,” but according to America’s 
legalistic concept, a part of the Chin- 
ese Republic. For example, {mports of 
Manchurian pig iron—which were ex- 
tensive. up to 1935 but have been 
steadily shrinking ever since, probab- 
ly to nil in 1939 and 1940—have been 
enjoying special favours by customs 
duty rebates. Manchurian shale oil has 
been granted preferential treatment in 
the purchases of oil by the Japanese 
Navy, at the expense of American 
and other foreign ofl. Other Man- 
churian products have enjoyed, and 
continue to enjoy, similar preferential 
treatment in the matter of Japanese, 
import licenses, despite excessive 
prices charged by their producers, as, 
for example, sulphate of ammonia and 
wood pulps Japanese purchases of 
these products.in the United States, 
not unimportant formerly, were com- 
pletely discontinued until the Euro- 
pean war cut off other supply sources. 
. . . Only now. that Germany has in- 
volved herself in the Danzig ‘Incident,’ 
do Japanese leaders see a necessity to 
come to terms with America, Yet they 
refuse to realise that American-Japan- 
ese friendship is incompatible with 
Japan’s present policies. Whatever may 
be the American Government's de- 
cision with regard to an embargo on 
exports to Japan, there is a strong case 
for retaliatory action against Japan’s 
discriminatory treatment of American 
interests under the provisions of the 
American Tariff Act.”

House speech singled out for comment in most 
riewspapers are those in which Mr. Chamber- 
lain declared that war would grow grimmer, and 
that greater sacrifices-would have to be made 
because the increasing production of armaments 
must involve a decreasing production of civilian 
goods as well as q curtailment of all unnecessary 


imports. 


Dealing with a-suggestion heard in some quarters 
that the unemployed should: be engaged to. pro- 
duce these civilian goods, he reminded his hear- 
ers that the figures of unemployment to some 
extent are misleading, for they include quite a 
number of people, perhaps half a million, who 
are merely passing from one job to another. 


As to the rest, the situation is only 
temporary because the great bulk of 
the unemployed Were going to be 
usefully employed and would be ab- 
sorbed as we go on expanding the 
number of firms employed on arma- 
ment works. 

In the engineering industry alone, 
including in it aircraft engines, said 
the Premler,- we shall want hundreds 
of thousands of men. 

And even supposing we had ample 
supplles of labour, we should _ still 
have to curtail the imports of goods 
not necessary for the prosecution of 
the war in order to leave available 
our resources of forcign exchange 
and of shipping to purchase and 
bring home the things we cannot do 
without. 

NEED FOR SACRIFICE 

Dealing with the need’ for sacri- 
fice, Mr. Chamberlain pointed out 
that already ‘the wealthier (classes 
had suffered very heavy reductions 
in thelr incomes and had been left 
very little prospect of increasing 
them again. 

The Premier added that he did 
not say they had come to the end of 


the. demands. on_them_ but it was not 


possible for them alone to solve the 
problem of how to reduce the con- 
sumption ‘of unnecessary articles 
because two-thirds of the consump- 
tion of the people of the country was 
by those who have only small incomes. 
Therefore, it was necessary that they 
also should make thelr sacrifices. 
WAGES AND COSTS 

“I do not mean to imply that there 
must be no increase of wages but I 
do say that it would be o mistake to 
tle up wages to the cost of living 
which in the end can benefit no one 
because it could only give’a violent 
impetus to the vicious spiral of al- 
ternately rising prices and wages and 
that is a thing that all’ of us want 
to avoid.”

Harvey Crippen and his wife, who 
had been Belle Elmore, a music hall 
artist, gave a dinner party at their 
home in Hilldrop Crescent, London. 
The host was an American who had 
gone to England to practice his pro- 
fession. Many of the guests at the 

’ Yinner were of the theatrical world. 
It was a success, but it developed 
later that it was a farewell party to 
the unfortunate Mrs. Crippen. 

No one over saw her after that 
night. ‘ 

To inquirers Crippen said that 
Belle had gone on a visit to the 
United States. In June of the same 
year he announced _ that she had 
died in the States and was buried 
there. That statement might have 
been accepted were it not-for the 
fact that he was seen constantly in 
the company of Ethel Le Neve, his 
secretary. One day a friend of Mrs. 
Crippon saw them in a box in a 
music hall. Ethel was wearing the 
earrings of the dead woman.

Additional details of the North 
Sea air battle disclose that twin- 
engined ‘multi-gun Messersch- 
midts, Germany's latest and fas- 
test fighter, diving with the ad- 
vantage of the sun behind them, 
were unable to shake the British 
bomber formation. 

The clash occurred some 
miles from the English coast. 

Tho British planes met the chal- 
lenge of tho faster Nazi machines 
by bringing the concentrated fire 
of several alrcraft to bear on the 
diving enemy fighters. 

Even the heaviest close-range 
attacks were successfully beaten 
off by the British, keeping “should- 
er to shoulder” in tight formation. 

One British plane was hit in the 
first attack and dropped astern. 
A second attack was immedtately 
launched on this plane, which was 
seen to fall into the sea. 

The score was evened up a fow 
minutes fater when an enemy 
fighter crashed Into the sea, filng- 
Ing a great column of spray Into 
the alr. 

At least two other Messersch- 
midts were damaged but ‘were 
not seen to crash, and it is. as- 
sumed that it was one of these 
which later made a forced land- 
ing in Denmark. 

The action was finally broken. 
off by the enemy and the British 
formation pressed their recon- 
naissance a further 130 miles, al- 
though several of the British 
planes bore signs of the flerce 
combat in which they had partl- 
cipated.—Reuter. 
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The products of 61 additional 
factories in Japanese “occupied” 
China, including Shanghai, Tien- 
tsin, Tsingtao, and Pelping, have 

-- been--prohibited - in--“Free'-China, 
according to an official announce- 
ment by the local affice of the 
Chinese Maritime Customs. 

This brings the total to over 
100. 

The Customs also announced 
-this. morning that foreigners 
travelling into China will in fu- 
ture have to declare the amount 
of jewellery carried. Details will 
be noted on their passports or 
other documents, the main ob- 
ject.being to prevent the smug- 
gling of gold out ‘of the country.

Upon the jury’s return the fore- 
man asked that several passanes 
from the evidence be read. 
also requested that Private Stirling 
be recalled, but on being given the 
details required, said this was un- 
necessary. 

The Crown Advocate summed 
up for 45 minutes. He said there 
could be no doubt that: Eckford 
shot Davis but the real point for 
the Crown was to show that the 
killing was intentional. ~ : 

Subsequently he detailed corro- 
boration of various evidence show- 
ing the killing was intentional. It 
was not the duty of the Crown, 
he said, to show the motive for 
the murder but merely to esta- 


-He pointed out that at no time 
had accused said the shooting was 
an accident, merely confining him- 
self to stating “I killed him.” — It 
was difficult to doubt that from the 
time the rifle was loaded, accused 
intended to kill Davis. 

The Crown Advocate told the 
jury that they had two duties, first 
to ascertain whether it was mur- 
der, and the second their duty to- 
wards the public. 

Defending counsel pointed out 
the responsibilities for the jury. 
He said there was no doubt that 
Davis‘ was killed by a: rifle held 
by Eckford, but the shooting was 
unintentional and unpremedated. 
He dwelt on the unreliability of 
Privates Sullivan, Northrop and 
Stirling -as witnesses. Their men- 
tal standard, he said, was not 
high. Eckford, counsel maintain- 
ed, was calm ‘after’ the ‘shooting 
because the shot had sobered him 
up after seven’ bottles. of beer. 

The ‘case was ‘adjourned at: 1 
p.m. to 2.30. '‘ The verdict’ and. 
eiaenecn a are expected late this.
